strictly adhered to ; viz., that no gentleman, unless he be m charge of ladies 
attending the Drawing Room, can be admitted.

REGULATIONS to be observed at Her Majesty’s Levee and Drawing Room, 
to be held at the Castle. 

The gentlemen who purpose to attend the Levee, and the ladies who purpose 
to attend the Drawing Room, who have been presented to The Queen, are to 
bring with them two large cards, with their names legibly written thereon, one 
to be left with the person appointed to receive them at the entrance to the State 
Apartments, and the other to be delivered to the Lord Chamberlain, who will 
announce the name to Her Majesty. , 

The gentlemen to be presented at the Levee, and the ladies to be presented 
at the Drawing Room, are requested to bring with them two large cards, with 
their names legibly written thereon, ODe to be delivered to the person appointed 
to receive them at the entrance to the State Apartments, and the other to be 
delivered to the Lord Chamberlain, who will announce the name to Her 

"'I hose ladies and gentlemen who are to he presented are hereby informed, 
it is absolutely necessary that cards, with their names, and the names of those 
who are to present them respectively, with their place of residence thereon, 
should be sent to this office, on or before Friday the 3d of August next, accord- 
ing to the announcement in the Dublin Gazette Extraordinary of Wednesday 
the ‘ 25 th instant, in order that they may be submitted for The Queen s appro- 
bation, it being Her Majesty’s command that no presentation shall be made 
either at the Levee or Drawing Room, but in conformity with the above regu- 
lations. . , 

No lady or gentleman can be presented except by some one who has been 
herself or himself personally presented to Her Majesty. 

The names on the two cards brought by those who are to be presented at the 
Levee or the Drawing Room, are to correspond exactly with the names on the 
cards sent to this office on or before the 3d of August next ; and the word 
“Presentation” 

should be at the top of each of the two cards above alluded to. 

It is particularly requested, that in every case the names be very distinctly 
written upon the cards delivered to the Lord Chamberlain immediately before 
the presentation, in order that there may be no difficulty in announcing them 
to The Queen.

Pbesentation of Addresses to Her Majesty at the Levee, to be held in 
the Castle. 

Notice is hereby given, that all persons having addresses to present to Her 
Majesty at the Levee, are to send a card to this office, on or before Saturday the 
4th of August, having on it their names, a statement of the object of such 
Addresses, and the names of the persons from whom they come ; and two cards

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precisely similar to the above, are to be taken to the Levee, one to be left with 
the person appointed to receive it at the entrance to the State Apartments, and 
the other to be delivered to the Lord Chamberlain, who will read its contents 
at the time of presentation to Her Majesty ; and on these occasions, no other 
statement is to be addressed to Her Majesty. 

A deputation to present an Address at the Levee, is not to exceed four 
persons.
